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The Slupsi:/lest airfield, which was built by the Gemans prior to orld Var IT, 
45 located about one and a half kilometers west of the city. Tt has been recon= 
structed since the war, and in April 1951 the usually small number of planes 
based at the ficld was increased to about 100 fightcr planes of conventional 
types. The field is occupied by a Sovict air group. 


The Slupsk/Rajce airfield, built by the Gernans during ‘orld Var IT, is ‘Located 
about six Idlometers east of Slupsk north of the Slupsk~Lebork road, The  — 
field nas two concrete rumyays each about 2,000 m long and 60 m wide, Six hanpars 
in good condition are located on the southcastern side of the field. Four 
parracits near the hangars are capable of housing about 1,200 men. During the 
spring of 1951 the field was loveled and drained, and the facilities repaired. 
Until recently it was used a squadron of firhter planes of the 3rd Fighter 
Tepinent (post mumber J. 7. 2420/7 = Gdynia 3) of the Polish ‘ir Force. This 

unit moved back to the Dabi Dol airfield in June 1901 and the Slupsk field was 
tation over by the Sovict Air Torce. The Soviet unit includes about 60 planes, 
jneluding about 40 twin-engine bonbers of a new type and about 20 P02 plancs. 
about one IcLlometer sowth of the Slupsk-Lebork road are the barracks of a heavy 
howitzer unit (post no. J.J. 3769) and a tank: unit. 


A Soviet liaison group of 32 soldiers is quartered at Yarlino on the Nolobracz- 
aoe road, The Derlin-Kaliningrad—loscow telephone line passes tirough 
arlino. : 


About 1,000 workers, mainly political prisoners, are working: on the construction 
of a larre airfield about eight InLlometers from Ualoork near the Dlblaf-olbork 
road, lany of the field installations are being built underground. ‘ihree 
squadrons of IL-10 planes are bascd at the field. This unit is believed to 

be the nucleus of the new Polish 7th Air 2eginent. The 3rd Air Reginent has 
sent a radio unit to the Meld.
